In fruit, t h e apple crop is 64 per tent 
of normal, p e a c h e s 65 per cent, black­ 
berries and raspberries 911 per cent, 
ami pears, 54 per cent.

is 40 per cent, corn 67 per cent. Stand 
of corn compared to 100 as usual 03 
per cent.

and ucreage is 4530 acres.

County lost 14 days in May from bad 
weather. 
The present condition of wheat is 
60 per cent of normal, showing

The yield in 1919 was

Wheat did not improve during May, 
hut dropped six points, and remains 
thin and “bunchy,” 
Plants failed to

four guests later took a plunge. 
The 
next day the Cincinati paper devoted

and it give rise to violent controversy.

demoncratie, as it lacked simplicity in 
its suroundings. 
Medical authorities 
attucked it a , dangerous to health. 
The controversy reached other cities 
and in more than one place medical 
opp*e it ion w as reflected in legislation.

Bhiladelphia 
common 
council considered an ordinance pro­ 
hibiting bathing between November 1 
and March 15 and this ordinance failed 
of passage b> but two votes. 
During the same year tin- legisla­ 
ture of Virginia laid a tax of $30 
a 
year on all bathtubs that might be set 
up. 
In Hartford Providence, Charles­ 
ton and W ilmington special and very 
heavy water rates were laid on per­ 
rons who had bathtubr. 
Boston in 
1845 made bathing unlawful except on 
medical advice, but the ordinance was 
never enforced and in 1862 it was re­ 
pealed. 
Pfesid* nt Millard Fillmore gave the 
bathtub recognition and respectability. 
While vice-president he visited Cincin­ 
nati in 185o on a stumping tour and 
inspected the 
original 
bathtub and 
used it. 
Experiencing no dl e f fe c t, he 
became an ardent advocate ami on be­ 
coming President he had a tub 
in- 
tailed in th*- White House. 
The s e c ­ 
retary of war invited bids for the in­ 
stallation. 
This tub continued to be 
the one in use until the first Cleveland 
admin it rat ion.- The Woman 
Citizens.
